NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 26th, November, 1993 

G.S.R. 728(E).—In exercise of the decision, re¬ 
corded in paragraph 5 of the Resolution of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Environ¬ 
ment and Forests, publshed vide GSR 85(E) 
dated 20-2-1991 in the Gazette of India Extraordi¬ 
nary Part IT, Section 3, Sub-scction (i), the Central 
Government hereby notifies the following criteria for 
LABELLING ARCHITECTURAL PAINTS AS 
ENVIRONMENT FRIENDLY PRODUCTS : 

1. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS : 

(i) All formulations of paints shall meet re¬ 
levant standards of Bureau of Indian,- 
Standards pertaining to equality, safety 
and performance. 

(ii) The product manufacturer must produce 
the consent clearance, as per the provi- - 
visions of Water (Prevention & Control 
of Pollution) Act 1974 and Air (Prevcn T 
tion & Control of Pollution) Act 1981 
alongwith the authorisation, if required, 
under Environment (Protection) Act 1 
1986 and rules made thereunder to 
Bureau of Indian Standards while apply¬ 
ing for the ECOMARK. 

(iii) The product must display a list of critical' 
ingredients in descending order of quan¬ 
tity present. The list of such ingredients 
shall be identified by Bureau of Indian, 
Standards. 

(iv) The product packaging shall display in 
brief the criteria based on which the pttie 
duct has been labelled environment fri¬ 
endly. 
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(v) The product shall be sold alongwith ins¬ 
tructions for proper use so as to maxi¬ 
mise product performance and minimise 
wastage. 

(yi) The material used for product packaging 
shall be recyclable, reusable or biodegra- 
dabale and the parameters evolved for 
packaging shall also apply. 

2. PRODUCT SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS : 

(A.) WATER BASED COATINGS (INCLU¬ 
SIVE OF DRY DISTEMPER AND CEM¬ 
ENT PAINTS) : 

(1) The product shall not contain more marc 
than 5 per cent volatile organic compo¬ 
unds (VOC). 

(ii) The product shall not contain more than 
0.1 per cent by weight fas metal) of 
toxic metals namely lead, cadmium, chro¬ 
mium (hexavalent), mereeuxy and their 
compounds. 

(iii) The product shall not be manufactured 

from carcinogenic ingredients innriy for¬ 
maldehyde, halogenated Hd vents and 

benezene. 

Note : The manufacturer shall pn»ide document¬ 
ary evidence to this effect to BIS while 
applying for Ecomatk. 

(fit) POWDER COATINGS: 

(i) The product shall be free from any VOC 
(Volatile Organic Compounds). 

(ii) The product shall not corj'am m<-r- than 
0.1 per cent by weight (as metal 1 of 
toxic metals namely lead ci fiviut:;. chro¬ 
mium (hevavalent), mercury and their 
compounds. 

(iii) Tho product shall not be manufactured 
from carcinogenic ingred'ents namely for¬ 
maldehyde, halogenated solvents and 
benzene. 

Note : The manufacturer shall provide docu¬ 
mentary evidence to this effect to BIS 


while applying for Ecomark. 

(C) SOLVENT BASED HIGH SOLID COAT¬ 
INGS : 

(i) Till the use of violatile Organic Compo¬ 
unds (VOC) is eliminated in a phased 
manner, the product shall not contain 
VOC more than 30 per cent by mass. 

(ii) The product shall not contain more than 
0.1 per cent by weight (as metal) of 
toxic metals namely lead, cadmium, chro¬ 
mium (hexavalent), mercury and their 
compounds. 

(ii 1 ) The product shall not be manufactured 
from carcinogenic ingredients namely for- 
maledhydc, halogenated solvents and 
benzene. 

Note : The manufacturer shall provide document¬ 
ary evidence to this effect to BIS while 
applying for Ecomark. 

3. Bureau of Indian Standards shall formulate 
incorporate optional standards for ecological and 
environmental friendly characteristics. 

4. FILING OF OBJECTIONS : 

Any person interested in filing any objection 
against these criteria for LABELLING ARCHI¬ 
TECTURAL PAINTS AS ENVIRONMENT FRI¬ 
ENDLY PRODUCTS, may do so ; n writing to 
the Joint Secretary, Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, Paryavaran Bhavan, CGO Complex, Lodi 
Road, New Dclhi-110 003, within SIXTY DAYS 
from the date of publication of this notification in 
the official gazette.
